He said an investigation by his department.and 
the Illinois Department of Children and Family 
Services ‘‘uncovered certain evidence which led to 
the charges.”’ 

According to Crouch, the girl told police that the 
sexual assault began about one year before she 
ran away. He said he was unsure whether the 
alleged abuse was an ongoing occurrence or one or 
two isolated incidents. 

Crouch said the suspect, at the request of DCFS, 
moved out of the family home as a condition of 
the daughter’s return.

News in review 


News in review provides a summary of some of the past week’s 
Stories: This column is designed for out-of-town readers who do not 
receive the Sunday and Wednesday Press-Record/Journals. 


The tax levy approved by the Granite City Council last week is 
designed to keep the city’s property tax rate next year at 
$1.587 — the same rate it has been each year since 1985. 

The rate, for each $100 of assessed valuation, will support an 
increase of more than $89,000 in the actual amount levied, 
according to Comptroller K.P. McTaggart, because the total 
assessed valuation for property in the city has increased by more 
than $5.6 million. 

Although the levy represents a $1 million deficit, according to 
McTaggart, he said he does not see any serious financial 
problems for the city in the next year.

A recent study theorizes that the Women, Infants and Children’s 
food supplement program may be partially responsible for an 
epidemic of a formerly rare life-threatening condition in bottle- 
fed babies, called water intoxication. 

Dr. James P. Keating, a professor of pediatrics and a member 
of the team of researchers from the Washington University 
School of Medicine, said WIC’s policy of providing one can of 
formula a day sets up the possibility of water intoxication. 

Keating said the condition occurs when a ‘‘very hun; ” infant 
is given water instead of formula. Only an infant used to being fed 
well, he said, is capable of drinking the large amount of water 
necessary to cause water intoxication. 

Fayeeda Mannan, administrator of the WIC program in the 
East Side Health District, stressed that the WIC program is a 
“supplemental program” and said that, from the very beginning, 
mothers are told they will need to buy additional formula. 

Mannan said part of the WIC program is to help mothers to 
budget their resources in order to be able to provide for the 
infant. She also said the WIC program stresses breast-feeding 
over bottle-feeding. 

Keating, however, said it is unrealistic to believe that all WIC 
mothers will be able to purchase more formula as soon as they 
run out. He said water intoxication has become a nationwide 
epidemic and said the WIC program should double the amount of 
formula it provides

Donald Groshong, Sims’ attorney, contends the book corrobo- 
rates Sims’ claims that she was denied a fair trial through 
prosecutorial misconduct, withholding of evidence and perjured 
testimony. 

Stephen Norris, deputy director of the Appellate Prosecutor’s 
Office, said he is ‘‘unhappy”’ that the 5th Appellate Court has 
decided to hear Groshong's arguments for inclusion of the book in 
the appeal, but said he is unsure if his office will take any further 
action.

A majority of the new students 
attending the university have 
placement scores low enough to 
funnel them into at least one 
precollege course. All new stu- 
dents are now tested in reading, 
writing and math 

‘A number of incoming fresh- 
men have told me they didn’t 
have too much writing in high 
school,’’ Karen Patty-Graham, 
director of instructional services, 
said. 

Placement tests at Lewis and 
Clark Community College had 
similar results to those at South- 
ern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. a 


Unlike the open access of a 
community college, students 
enrolling ine SIUE must meet 
certain requirements on the 
American ‘College Test and in 
class rank to be accepted 

Of the three skills on the test, 
students had the hardest time 
with math. 

Seventy-three percent of the 
1,869 new SIUE students tested 


showed a need fora preparatory 
math course at the university. 

“‘We really want students to 
have minimum competency 
before they take the courses,” 
Patty-Graham said. 

There was a less than 1 per- 
cent difference between students 
coming straight from high school 
and those transferring in from 
other colleges and universities. 

Of the 896 transfer students, 
73.7 percent could not meet col- 
lege algebra requirements; 73.4 
percent of the 965 recent high 
school graduates had the same 
problem 


“The problem is how much 
they are retaining from what 
they were taught. We read and 
write on a pay-to-day basis. But 
with math, mariy high school 
students only take two years of 
math, and there are two years 
between their last math class 
and the test. And math skills are 
not easily retained,’’ Patty-Gra- 
ham said. 

Students did much better on 
writing tests, but almost half 
still did not have the skills 


Open debate on phone 


The Citizens Utility Board last 
week called on legislative lead. 
ers to bring the debate on tele- 
phone pricing “‘out of the back 
rooms’’ by establishing inde- 
pendent task force to review the 
state's telephone regulations. 

In a letter to House Speaker 
Michael Madigan, Senate Presi- 
dent Phil Rock,|House Minority 
Leader Lee Daniels and Sena’ 
Minority Leader James ‘Pate 
Philip, CUB officials praised 
lawmakers for extending the 
current telephone pricing law 
until May 15 to allow more time 
to study whether changes to the 
law are needed. 

However, the group cautioned 
that the Legislature must use 
the next six months to conduct 
an open investigation of the law. 

The only way to do that, th 
group said, is to create an inde- 
pendent task force that includes 
representatives of all groups 
impacted by the law. 

“It's time for the Legislature 
to-bring the debate on telephone 
pricing out of the back rooms so 
that the public and lawmakers 

understand what's at 
CUB President Bernard 
aid. 
{ too important an issue 
to let Illinois Bell and the rest of 
the phone industry dictate the

CUB Executive Director Susan 

Stewart said the state task force 


should include representatives of 
consumer groups, business inter- 
ests and regulators, as well as 
the phone companies, and should 
be staffed by those who have no 
ties to the phone industry. 

CUB said Illinois Bell and 6th- 
er phone companies were push- 
ing lawmakers to make radical 
changes to the law during the 
two-week fall veto session that 
ended Nov. 8. 

The companies tried to push 
their proposal through as an 
amendment to a conference 
committee report, but could 
muster only two votes in favor 
of that legislative maneuver, it 
is contended. 

Instead, the General Assembly 
approved a bill to extend the 
current telephone law, which 
expires at the end of the year, 
until May 15, 1992. Gov. Jim

Gambling 
on Belle 
rebounds 


SPRINGFIELD — The Alton 
Belle Casino had its second big- 
gest weekly gambling haul two 
weeks ago. 

The Belle’s take after bets 
were paid off was $720,506 for 
the one-week period ending Sun- 
day morning, Nov. 17, state 
Gaming Board fiscal officer Tom 
Hutchinson said Thursday. 

The only week with higher 
passenger gambling losses since 
the boat began operating Sept. 
10 was the $774,506 take for the 
week of Oct. 7 to 13. 

Hutchinson said the Belle’s 
strong revenues surprise him 
because revenues have plunged 
dramatically on Iowa floating 
casinos. 

The Alton boat made more 
money two weeks ago than The 
President at Davenport, Iowa, 
even though the Iowa boat is 
four times as large, Hutchinson 
said, 

The Iowa boats, however, 
stopped cruising Nov. 1 and now 
offer only dockside gambling. 

The Alton Belle’s win per pas- 
senger two weeks ago, $58, was 
a new high, Hutchinson said. 

There were 12,356 popes ocd 
on the Belle that week, or about 
60 percent capacity. ~Hutchinson 
said some of the Iowa boats 
have only been at about 20 per- 
cent capacity this month. 

The state’s tax share of that 
week’s gambling revenues was 
$120,432 and the city of Alton 
took in another $48,381, Hutchin- 
son added.

Dissension within party 


The state Democratic Party’s decision not to endorse a 
candidate for the March 1992 U.S Senate primary election 
leaves many unanswered questions. 

Endorsements are important in answering those questions 
and guiding voters who cannot adequately judge all the 
qualifications of each candidate. They are especially impor- 
tant in statewide races where voters do not have the 
opportunity to know the participants individually. 

The non-endorsement is a slap in the face to incumbent U.S. 
Sen. Alan Dixon, D-Belleville. Incumbents are almost always 
strong candidates. For his party to turn its back on him sends 
mixed messages to the Democratic voters of the state. 

Has the senator lost that much favor in his party? 

Are the other candidates and potential candidates that 
good? (Cook County Recorder of Deeds Carol Mosely Braun 
and Chicago attorney Albert Hofeld would like to believe 
that.) 

Does the state party not have the guts to back someone 
other than an incumbent for fear that if Dixon is re-elected 
his organizational support will decline? 

Are the Republicans licking their chops over this apparent 
dissension in the competition’s camp? 

The biggest question of all in this regard, locally, is, ‘‘Will 
the Madison County Democratic Central Committee follow in 
the state party’s footsteps?” 

The answer to that should be a resounding ‘‘no.”’ 

Madison County residents and, indeed, all residents of 
downstate Illinois need to know if they will be better off with 
a senator who lives and loves Chicago or someone who 
apparently has lost favor with the state party. 

Endorsements may be viewed as political alliances for 
specific candidates, but non-endorsements send out many 
wrong messages.

AIDS now a major health issue

But I WOULD like to know where Magic — and, apparently, 
thousands of others have been the large part’ of the past 
decade. When Magic said that he, like many others, thought only 
gay people can get it (‘‘it” being the virus which causes AIDS), 
he spoke for multitudes, if we can judge by nationwide public 
reaction. 

Rather like an enormous choir singing the old pop song, “‘How 
long has this been going on?’’Sales of stock of a leading manufac- 
turer of condoms soared on Wall Street. The volume of people 
‘seeking AIDS tests doubled the day after his announcement, in our 
area alone. 
| It’s not as though information on AIDS hasn't been made public 
jas the medical community has learned more and more about the 
| human immunodeficiency virus which leads to AIDS. 


. It’s been talked about and written about openly; people simply 


haven't been listening or reading, apparently. 

The day after Magic’s announcement, former Surgeon General 
<C. Everett Koop, in an interview, described AIDS as the “third 
biggest health issue facing the nation (following health care 
access and smoking)" and said he was discouraged by the “‘fail- 
ure of the public to be informed enough about AIDS and to drop 
its prudishness and its resistance to education.”” 

Prudishness. Ok, maybe it’s time to face the fact that we're not 
only what we eat, we can become who we engage in sex with. 
| (Notice, no euphemistic “‘sleep with’? — we're talking copulation.) 

There's little room for prudishness when we’re faced with 
what's fast becoming an epidembc which leads to an early and 
terrible death, a virus which can lay dormant and undetected for 
up to 10 years. 

‘True, it can be spread by blood transfusions and, among junk- 
ies, by using other people’s needles. But far and’ away, in the 

} Majority of cases, it’s spread by sexual intercourse. And not just 
within the homosexual community, as a lot of people are, tragical- 
ly, learning. 

I'll tell you something else we don’t need. Sanctimony. 

No one — and I mean NO ONE — “‘has this coming.” And none 
of us should waste time by casting stones. 

My bet is that, considering the possible length of time the virus 
can lie dormant, there may be a lot of memory-searching going 
on out there ... that “there, but for the grace of God, go I’? may 

tbe more appropriate than ‘the (she) made his bed, now let him lie 
in it.” 

While I'd certainly agree that parents should promote, as best 
they can, abstinence as the one sure way to avoid contracting the 
disease, I don’t think that’s going to completely do the job. 

From a realistic standpoint, it’s become apparent that kids have 
become sexually active at progressively younger and younger 
ages — as well as becoming more and more promiscuous. 

We may not like it but we’d better face it — and we'd better 
we were anticipating a losing battle with 
their hormones. I don’t know about anyone else, but I don’t think 
anyone’s going to hell because he lost it particular battle. 

For me, there could be no greater personal tragedy than outliv- 


“ ing a child — particularly if the disease that took that child’s life 


was a preventable one, had the child been educated in the ways of 
the sexual world of the 90s. 

Maybe Magic Johnson, with a lot of cooperation and help from 
the rest of us, can succeed in his goal of educating our young — 


‘ about the disease itself and about what we optimistically call 


“safe sex.” 

I hope he can. Normally, I don’t view sports ‘‘greats” as partic- 
ularly heroic, but if he can raise those ostrich heads out of the 
sands of ignorance and indifference, he’ll get my vote.

She has the coaching 
and the facilities year-round to 
make dives like that.”’ 

“Jenny had Carrie beat on 
points,” said Baker’s coach, 
Gayle McCormick. “i had no 
idea it would be this close. But 
this should really open a lot of 
doors for Jenny. I feel bad for 
myself that this is her last year.

What Baker was happiest 
about was the consistent 
improvement she made over her 
high school career. She placed 
30th at state as a freshman, then 
placed seventh, third and second 
in succeeding years.

Most of the 
team’s strength was in the lower 
and middle weights last year, 
but Garland believes the upper 
weights now are as strong as 
he’s seen. 

King (35-4 last season) went to 
state at 112 pounds.

Scheffer, now a junior, was 33-9 
at 103 pounds last year and was 
the only Warrior who survived 
more than one match at state. 
Those two anchor the lower

Murray as the corny, somewhat 
befuddled dad he played for 
more than a decade on “My 
Three Sons.”” But the actor had 
a more interesting film career 
than his Steve Douglas role 
would suggest. 

Fortunately, most of his choic- 
est work on his video. 

His first hits in the late 1930s 
were romantic comedies with 
the likes of Carole Lombard and 
Claudette Colbert as his leading 
ladies. But few of them are 
available as of yet. 

Katharine Hepburn is_ his 
romantic interest in ‘‘Alice 
Adams,”’ (1935, Republic, $14.95), 
the adaption of Booth Tarking- 
ton’s novel about an over-eager 
social climber in a small town. 
Pauline Kael raved of Hepburn: 
“Her Alice is one of the few 
authentic American movie hero- 
ines.’” MacMurray plays the rich 
guy she wins in the end, a con- 
ventional Hollywood resolution 
during the Depression. Leave the 
heroine with sudden economic 
security, and everybody could 
dream her future for her. 

One of his later comedy rom 
with Colbert was based on ano’ 






er best seller, Betty MacDon- 
ald’s ‘The Egg and I’ (1947, 
MCA/Universal, $29.98), a pre- 
cursor to another beloved Ameri- 
can sitcom, “‘Green Acres."’ Col- 
bert is the rich city girl adapted 
to life on MacMurray’s chicken 
farm. This crowd-pleaser intro- 
duced the Ma and Pa Kettle 
characters played by the great 
Marjorie Main and Percy Kill- 
bride, who would go on to star in 
a popular series of films revolv- 
ing around their hayseed couple. 

With his all-American appeal, 
MacMurray was perfect for the 
needs of devious writer-director 
Billy Wilder, who used the actor 
twice to portray what was then 
called a “‘theel.”” The first time 
was in the quintessential film 


noir, ‘Double Indemnity’’ (1944, 
MCA/Universal, $14.95). Talk 
about hard-boiled, the James M. 


Cain Novel was adapted by none 
other than Raymond Chandler. 
Best of all, Barbara Stanwyck is 
allowed to be totally evil, and 
she knows how. MacMurray 
plays an insurance agent who 
tries to pull of a murder with a 
client’s wife, played by Stan- 
wyck—the victim being the cli- 
ent. 

In the romantic comedy ‘“The 
Apartment” (1960, MGM/UA, 
$19.98), Wilder casts MacMurray 
as a Manhattan heartbreaker, a 


sexy executive who treats Shir- 
ley MacLaine’s adorable eleva- 
tor operator like dirt, then 
retreats to the security of his 
family in suburbia. Along comes 
Jack Lemmon as her unlikely 
knight in shining armor. This 
rich comedy resonates with as 
much truth today as it did in 
1960, when it won the Oscar for 
Best Picture. 

Somehow, the acting branch of 
the academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences never thought 
about nominating MacMurray 
for an Oscar, even when he 
appeared in classics. He didn’t 
earn a single mention from the 
academy throughout his 40 years 
in film... 

Among MacMurray’s other 
standout roles is his naval offi- 
cer in the all-star film version of 
Herman Wouk’s Pulitzer Prize- 
winning novel, ““The Caine Muti- 
ny" (1954,. RCA/Columbia, 
$19.95). MacMurray is the 
charming coward who starts the 
crew thinking about how weird 
Humphrey Bogart’s Captain 
Queeg is. 

It was the part of a bumbling 
patriarch in the Disney fantasy 
“The Shaggy Dog’ (1959, Dis- 
ney, $69.95) and its sequel’ ‘‘Son 
of Flubber’’ (1963, Disney, 
$69.95).

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Despite weather, Christmas 
tree supply in area is ample 


(The following was written by 
Paula J. Voss-Maloney of South- 
ern Illinois University’s College 
of Agriculture.) 

Christmas tree buyers may 
expect an ample supply of quali- 
ey coniters this holiday season 

pite an offbeat-weather year, 
according to forester Paul L: 
Roth. 


“The weather conditions over 
the past year were very unusu- 
al,"" said Roth, professor of for- 
estry at Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Carbondale. 

“However, trees harvested for 
this ear’s Christmas crop 
should be of average to good 
quality.” 

A soggy spring and extremely 
dry summer may have caused 
certain tree species to take on a 
“leggy’’ appearance, Roth said 

The wet spring caused many 
Christmas trees in Southern IIli- 
nois to grow taller than they 
ordinarily would in one season. 

Growth spurts left some of 
them denser toward the middle 
and longer and leaner at the top

An early-fall cold snap didn't 
seem to dent Southern Illinois’

He said consumers should try 
to buy trees grown in Illinois or 
surrounding states to be sure of 
freshness and quality. Trees 
bought from local growers 
should easily last up to one 
month if properly cared for, he 
said. 

One rule to follow, he said, is 
to cut an additional inch from 
the stump when you get the tree 
home. This reopens the tree's 
water ducts so that water may 
flow easily up to branches and 
needles. Trees tend to form a 
seal of sap at the bottom of the 
stump after harvest to prevent 
moisture loss.

Belle owners deny labor charge 


Alton Riverboat Gambling 
Partnership Inc. has denied a 
National Labor Relations Board 
complaint that it engaged in 
unfair labor practices to assist 
the Seafarers International 
Union. 

In a written reply filed with 
the NLRB, attorneys for the 
management of the Alton Belle 
Riverboat Casino also said the 
rival Hotel Employees and Res- 
taurant Employees Union, which 
sparked the complaini, had 
ignored offers to meet with 
employees. 

In response to several specific 
charges that boat management 
assisted the Seafarers, the com- 
pany pleaded ignorance and 
denied violating the law. 

The reply contends the com- 
plaint isn’t specific enough for 
the partnership to respond and 


should be dismissed. 

However, the company denied 
charges that it had interfered 
with, restrained or coerced 
employees to join the Seafarers. 

partnership contends that 
in August and September the 
Hotel Employees union represen- 
tatives violated the employees’ 
rights so “‘as to disqualify (the 
union) from any possible relief 
in this matter.”

money matters, survey finds

Americans are woefully unedu- 
cated about economic, financial 
and pocketbook matters. So say 
econom , business executives 
and investment advisers, who 
have long complained about this 
problem. The Consumer Federa- 
tion of America has traced this 
educational failing to the 
nation’s high schools. 

In a survey last spring, the 
Washington, D.C., lobbying 
group asked high school seniors 
questions about buying a car, 
renting an apartment, acquiring 
a credit card and other everyday 
financial topics. Students cor- 
rectly answered 42 percent of 
the multiple-choice questions — a 
few percentage points better 
than if they'd guessed... 

Only 14 percent knew the dif- 
ference between a credit card 
and a debit card, the federation 
reported. (A debit card is like a 
check; the cash is transferred 
from your account to the retail- 
er's.)
